Earl Kemp Long’s runaway 
victory in the recent Louisiana 
primary raises to three mem- 


bers of the po- 
litically - potent 
Long family 
who hold im- 
portant elective 
posts. 
Russell Billieu 
Long is a U.S. 
senator, highly 
respected, able 
and courageous. 
He is Earl's 
: nephew and son 
of the late Huey Long. Dr. George 
Long, brother of Earl, is U-‘S. 
congressman from Louisiana’s 
Eighth District. 

The magic which the Long 
name holds for the voters of 
Louisiana constitutes one of the 
more amazing stories of Ameri- 
can politics. 


After the assassination of Huey | 
the ruthless | 


Long in Sept., 1935, 
machine which Huey had created, 
and through which he had made 
himself the nation’s only real dic- 
tator, began to lose some of its 
precision and assurance. 

One of the assets of the ma- 
chine in what came to be called 
“The Gravy Days’ was Earl 
Long. Grand juries and federal 
investigators tried hard. But no 
criminal charge was made to 
stick. No indictments were re- 
turned against him. Dozens and 


dozens of others were brought ito | 


court. Many went to prison. Some 
committed suicide. But Earl Long 
came clear of it all. 


Before the death of Huey Long | 


the two brothers had been bitter 
foes. Earl had referred to 
brother as “‘liar’’ and worse. Once 
he denounced him before a U.S. 
Congressional committee investi- 
gating election fraud. 


Together Again 


The death bed saw the family 
together—never again to be de- 
vided. After Huey’s passing the 
organization made Richard W. 
Leche governor and Ear! lieuten- 
ant governor. In 1939 Leche re- 
signed. Later he went to prison. 
Earl Long served out the re- 
mainder of the storm-tossed term 
in which frauds of millions were 
charged and proved — including 
that involving the president of the 
state university who fled to Cana- 
da under a cloud of more than 
$300,000 missing monies. There 
was not, apparently, a single ac- 
tivity of government which had 
been free from corruption, most 
of it vast. ~ 

Earl Long was defeated in the 
election of 1940 by Sam Jones, 
reform candidate. Exposures of 
brazen thievery during and after 
Huey Long’s rule were still going 
on . with Earl Long never 
involved. 

In 1944 he ran for lieutenant 
governor and was again defeated. 
That seemed to be the las? of 
the Longs. 

But in 1948 he was back a win- 
ner. In that campaign Russell 
Long and Mrs. Huey Long carn- 
paigned for him. During the inter- 
vening years he had taken a leaf 
from Huey’s book, campaigning 
lustily and promising mightily. He 
lacks Huey’s fiery genius for in- 
vective, but be is not too far be- 
hind, at that. Elected to the leg- 
islature after the 1944 defeat, he 
opposed anti-closed shop bills and 
won the support of labor. The 
farmers were discontented, too. 
Earl Long won in the run-off by 
a majority of almost a half-mil- 
lion votes. 


The Inauguration 

The inauguration, to celebrate 
the return of a Long to the gov- 
ernor’s mansion in Baton Rouge, 
was held in May of 1948 in the 
Louisiana State University stadi- 
um. For his friends who came 
out of the hills and bayous to see 
Huey’s brother back in the ‘sai- 
die, he provided the music from 
41 brass bands and fed the multi- 
tude an estimated $100,000 worth 
of hot dogs, buttermilk and soft 
drinks. 

That same year young Russell 
Long won an election to the U.S. 
Senate. 

But in 1952 broken promises and 
new taxes caught up with Earl 
Long. Unable to succeed himself, 
he entered a candidate and cam- 
paigned for him. Robert Kennan, 
pledged to eradicate Long’s poli- 
cies, won. That fall Gov. Kennan 
almost took Louisiana into the 
Eisenhower camp. Earl Long’s 
opposition helped prevent it. He 
supported Stevenson. 

Now Earl Long is back again 
—with a no-run-off primary vic- 
tory.

2-Price Plan Trial 


Revived in Senate 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (UP)— 
Chairman Allen J. Ellender pre- 
dicted today the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee will call for a 
one-year trial run of a ‘“‘two-price”’ 
farm plan, with this year’s rice 
crop as the ‘“‘guinea pig.” 

His forecast came as Sen. Wal- 
ter F. George (D-Ga.), a leading 


4 Southern Democrat, gave his full 


support to a drive to restore 9% 
per cent of parity price supports 
on the five ‘“‘basic’’ farm crops. 

In an interview with The United 
Press, George predicted Congress 
will vote a return to 90 per cent 
supports in effect during Demo- 
cratic administrations. The House 


has approved such a bill to re- 


place the administration's ‘‘flex- 
ible’ price support program. 


TWO-PRICE PLAN 


The measure is before Ellen- 
der’s committee which is expected 
to okay it as part of a bigger 
farm bill. 

Ellender instructed his staff to 
draw up a two-price plan for rice 
to go into the over-all bill. It would 
apply to this year’s rice crop as 
a trial of the plan proposed for 
major crops. 

Under Ellender’s plan, farmers 
would be guaranteed 90 per cent 
of the “fair-price’’ parity level for 
the part of their 1956 rice crop 
sold in this country, Cuba and 
Puerto Rico. 

The rest would be available for 
export at world market prices, 
normally much lower than govern- 
ment-bolstered prices here. The 
government would, however, sup- 
port the export price at 50 per 
cent of parity if necessary. 


HIGHER RICE PRICES 


Backers of the plan said rice 
farmers would get a higher aver- 
age price than under the 75 per 
cent supports they would get for 
their entire crop under the current 
progam. 

Sen. Clinton P. Anderson (D- 
N.M.), former secretary of agri- 
culture, said the rice experiment 
would give wheat farmers a ‘‘free 
ride to see if it works.” Some 
farm interests have long urged 
a similar two-price program for 
wheat.

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Ike’s Health Plan 
Makes Good Sense 


President Eisenhower Thursday pro- 
vided a comprehensive and excellent 
message to the Congress on the state of 
the nation’s health and recommended 
specific measures to improve it. Noting 
the great progress made in combatting 
diseases, he said: 

“  .. In the light of the human and 
economic toll still taken by disease, in 
the light of the great opportunities open 
before us, the nation still has not sum- 
moned the resources it properly and use- 
fully could summon to the cause of 
better health.” 

No citizen can dispute that. 


The President proposes “a charac- 
teristically American partnership” of pri- 
vate and government enterprise. That 
the diehards will attack this latter as 
“socialized medicine” is to be expected. 
But it is this sort of “partnership” which 
keeps us a strong and _ increasingly 
wealthy capitalistic, profit-system nation. 

The President stressed research and 
recommended an appropriation to the 
National Health Service for the National 
Institute of Health, the sum of $126,- 
525,000—an increase af 28 per cent over 
the former year. 

This sum is designed to give major 
emphasis to research and, in part, will 
be allocated to cooperating medical 
schools, hospitals and private laboratories. 

Health insurance protection, the Pres- 
ident properly said, must be made more 
widely available. He specifically noted 
the need among older persons, those 
living in rural communities, the self- 
employed and those working in small 
organizations which cannot be reached 
through ordinary group methods. 

The President also repeated a rec- 
ommendation for federal reinsurance to 
encourage increased protection against 
the cost of medical care through volun- 
tary prepayment plans. 

A new approach was his suggestion 
that organizations writing health prepay- 
ment plans join together—sharing or 
pooling their risks. This would enable 
them, he said, to offer broade: benefits 
and expanded coverage on reasonable 
terms. 

A special fund, to be matched by the 
states, likewise proposed more care for 
the indigent, the blind, totally disabled 
and dependent children. 

It was an altogether admirable mes- 
sage and we urge our state’s delegation 
to support it.

We Electrically Total 


Foregone Conclusions 


Automatic voting has come to the 
General Assembly in’ more ways ‘than 
one. Both Houses now have electric boards 
that record the ayes and nays ac- 
curately, and barring a short ‘circuit, 
instantaneously. 

The new voting system should save 
many hours during the course of a session 
and considerable strain on the _ vocal 
chords of the clerks. Roll calls are tedi- 
ous in an assembly as large as Georgia's, 
and there always is the possibility of 
human error. 

As this is the year for discussing econ- 
omy the wisdom of investing in these 
machines might be questioned—particu- 
larly since the governor’s control of the 
budget insures such tight control over the 
legislators that voting on administration 
measures is little more than a formality 
anyhow.

Another Solution Offered 
On the Farm Problem 


The non-partisan and independent 
research agency, the Commigtee for Eco- 
nomic Development, has come up with its 
idea for solution to the farm and surplus 
problem. 

In a lengthy report, the committee 
proposes that farm distress be relieved by 
national action and that the cost be shared 
by the country as a whole until such time 
as the distress can be alleviated. 

The influential committee’s research 
and policy group in agriculture recognizes 
the problem as three-sided: Too much 
production of some farm products, too 
much instability of farmers’ incomes and 
too many full-time farm families with low 
incomes, 

The group thus recommends that 
price supports at gradually reduced levels 
be combined with a program to pay farm- 
ers to take some land out of production. 
This would be supplemented by “moder- 
ating price fluctuations through a system 
of flexible price supports or income pay- 
ments and a storage program.” 

The third recommendation is the crux 
of the entire program. It asks for stimu- 
lation of “trends already in existence— 
thé movement of people out of farming.” 
It adds that this should be encouraged by 
offering financial aid to families who

want to move and assistance in indus- 
trialization of rural areas. 

The committee is correct, of course, 
in recognizing the trend—a trend that 
has been encouraged by current agricul- 
tural policies. There are still too many 
people on the farms, especially in the 
South, unless they are to be subsidized 
permanently. To assist them in moving to 
urban areas and industrial jobs would ac- 
celerate what already is going on. 

At the same time, it further would 
discourage the small farmer and accele- 
rate the trend to the larger, mechanized, 
factory-type farms. Whether this is a de- 
sirable end is a sociological and political 
problem instead of one of economics. In 
such cases, the economic factors usually 
rule. 

More will be heard in the future from 
the CED recommendations. Many of them 
have become Eisenhower administration 
policy in the past. In fact, they seem to 
follow the new farm policies recently 
recommended by the President.

Surely nobody will be fooled, includ- 
ing President Eisenhower, by Premier 
Bulganin’s “friendly” letter to the Presi- 
dent and by Communist Party Boss 
Khrushchev’s equally “friendly” press 
conference in Moscow.

Eisenhower's disarmament proposals, sub- 
Stituting their own that were as phony 
as their peace talk. They intensified their 
campaign of hate—sending Bulganin and 
Khrushchev themselves to do the job— 
against the United States in Asia. 

The latest overtures could have but 
one objective—more of the same. They 
are aimed at the’U.S. arms budget and 
timed to coincide with election-year poli- 
tics. They are intended to disarm and con- 
fuse American public opinion. 

The American people will not be 
fooled again, we hope. We hope, too, that 
the Eisenhower admin- 
istration and the U.S. Congress will not 
be misled. 

Not until the Russians show by deeds 
that they genuinely desire friendship and 
peace can we afford to relax our vigi- 
lance. The very nature of the Communist 
movement makes that eventuality most 
remote.

What better present for the system 
on this occasion than an appropriation 
from the General Assembly that would 
enable it to do the job it was established 
to do?

When school opened in Georgia this fall, 
there were 30,000 additional pupils, a record 
enrollment.

State School Supt. M. D. Collins has esti- 
mated that enrollment next term will increase 
by another 30,000. Enrollment is expected to 
increase at approximately the same rate for 
the next several years. 

Obviously the only reasonable yardstick for 
the appropriation of funds is on a basis which 
reflects the current enrollment,

Serviceman Protests Ad Valorem Tax Levies 


On Personnel Temporarily Stationed in State 


Atlanta—I’m a serviceman sta- 
tioned in Georgia, not because of 
my own desires but because of 
military orders; however, my tour 
of 15 months ends March, 1956. 
During this period I have spent 
more money on taxes in Georgia 
than in any other state previously 
stationed. Specifically I complain 
about ad valorem tax on cars. 
Thousands of servicemen tempo- 
rarily stationed here are being 
pressured into paying this. tax 
simply because they purchased a 
Georgia tag in spite of the fact 
that Eugene Cook, attorney gener- 
al, has said that in his opinion 
servicemen temporarily stationed 
here, who are not legal residents, 
are not liable for the tax. 

This opinion is erroneous accord- 
ing to county tax officials who con- 
tend that Mr. Cook's opinions are 
his opinions alone and not the law. 
Who interprets the laws, the 
county tax officials or the attorney 
general's office? County tax of- 
ficials threaten to levy a service- 
man if he doesn’t pay; however, 
they resort to writing threatening 
letters only instead of going to 
court. 

Servicemen experience repeated 
tax problems moving around the 
country to such an extent that they 
fre now rebelling. I, for one, will 
contact my U.S. senator in an ef- 
fort to get federal recognition and 
relief from this unfair situation. 
In the meantime, I suppose I will 
either be taken to court or con- 
tinue to receive threatening letters, 
but every legal mind I have con- 
sulted has said, “Don’t pay, Let 
the court settle it.’’ That's good 
enough for me.

Tax increases passed by the Legislature last June, at the in- 
sistence of the governor, are now beginning to be felt by Georgians 
as they apply for auto tags and find that the prices have doubled 
in most cases and more than doubled for some cars and trucks. 


Of course many of the increases 
in taxes have been with us since 
last July, they have not been felt 
like the tag increases. Additional 
taxes on gasoline, cigarettes, etc., 
are paid in small amounts and are 
not noticeable, although over the 
period of a year their sum total 
will amount to much more than the 
increase on tags. 

As the Berrien County represen- 
tative I was present at the special 
tax increasing session, and I am 
proud that I voted against every 
single bill, as the record will show, 
Many of the _ representatives 
waged a hard fight to prevent 
passage of the bills, but the gov- 
ernor’s “‘men’’ commanded more 
strength than we. 

It is predicted the “high tax” 
boys will hear from the voters in 
their respective counties when they 
seek reelection. There will no 
doubt be many new faces in the 
1957-58 General Assembly. 

Many people in Georgia say they 
can’t see that the public services 
are increasing as fast as taxation, 
In other words they feel like the 
public is not getting value received 
for their tax dollar.

The real name! a= =e 5 2 
of the boat-building firm at 197 
Peters St. in Atlanta is the Alan 
Hawes Manufacturing & Display 
Company. 

Jack Lovelady is_ secretary- 
treasurer of the Alan Hawes com- 
pany. The reason the boat is in 
his yard is that there wasn’t stor- 
age room at the factory. There 
was a sister ship there, but it has 
been commissioned and put into 
service. 


The Hawes firm builds replicas 
of early American river boats and 
sells therh to operators of amuse- 
ment parks and other tourist at- 
tractions where there is ample 
water. You saw a Hawes shawboat 
at Lakewood iast fair time. 


The craft is a carefully turned- 
out production with brass fittings 
and all the showboat trimmings— 
bright paint, stern-wheel and twin 
stacks, dummies, of course. The 
power comes from a_ propeller 
driven by a marine engine. 

This is no plaything — it will 
carry 30 passengers for pay rides 
wherever it operates. 

It is 24 feet wide and 8 feet long 
and draws 8 inches of water. The 
craft was modeled, so I’m told, on 
the Belle of Suwannee, one of the 
last of the Mississippi River show- 
boats. The “Little Showboat” sells 
for $6,500 in case you are interested 
in one for your private lake. 


The Alan Hawes Manufacturing 
& Display Co. started out a couple 
of years ago in a basement on 
Spring street, making coin-operat- 
ed kiddie rides. 

Alan Hawes, native of England, 
is the president and idea man. Be- 
sides coin-operated rides and ‘‘Lit- 
tle Showboats,” his company 
makes trackless trains. The train 
at Ida Cason Gardens is an Alan 
Hawes product, made in Atlanta, 
in a shop on Peters street.

If the critics are simply saying 
that Mr. Dulles has spoken un- 
wisely and inopportunely most ob- 
jective observers will feel they are 
right. 

But if the critics are implying 
that Mr. Dulles should not risk 
going to the brink of war by warn- 
ing a possible aggressor that ag- 
gression would mean war, then that 
is something else again. 

In the Life article Secretary 
Dulles said, ‘‘The ability to get to 
the verge of war without getting 
into war is the necessary art.”’ 

Obviously that is a loose phrase. 
It played right into the hands of 
the Communist propagandists 
around the world and Mr. Dulles 
can be validly criticized for say- 
ing it. 

Mr. Dulles did not mean that it 
was United States policy that has 
brought the world to the ‘‘verge 
of war’ at any time in the past 
three years or in the past 10 years. 

The truth behind Mr. Dulles’ 
loose phrase is that when events 
have shown that they were bring- 
ing the world to the brink of war 
the United States has been willing 
to risk war in order to avert war.

The Formosa situation is a pre- 
cise example of this policy. 

A year ago the Chinese Com- 
munists were openly proclaiming 
that they would ‘‘take”’ Formosa. 

There was a foreboding build- 
up of Communist military power 
at the staging points from which 
an attempt to take Formosa would 
have to be launched. 

What was the most constructive 
and least risky course which the 
United States could pursue to keep 
the Communists from toppling the 
world off the brink into war it- 
self? We could do nothing or we 
could leave the Communists in 
doubt and thus give them a rea- 
sonable calculation that they could 
commit the ‘aggression with im- 
punity. 

The United States did neither of 
these things. We removed the 
perilous element of doubt (1) by 
joining with the Chinese National- 
ist government in the mutual de- 
fense of Formosa, (2) by a presi- 
dential statement clearly affirm- 
ing that aggression against For- 
mosa would be met with resist- 
ance, (3) by Congress overwhelm- 
ingly passing a resolution support- 
ing the president. 

This is the substance of ‘“‘walk- 
ing to the brink of war’ as the 
best means of averting war. What 
would critics of Mr. Dulles have 
done instead?

It is like a discussion in the 


corner of the otherwise-empty library of a private club late at night, 
except for the official reporter who busily takes down the words for 


posterity. 

In recent years such scenes are 
normal in the Senate with all the 
chores a senator has away from 
the chamber, except when there 
is a big issue before the body. 
Yet it is really a major issue 
which in the past two weeks has 
been able to enlist the interest of 
only a handful of senators in the 
sessions we have watched. 


It is an issue that affects many 
millions of you, all of you who 
use natural gas. For the bill be- 
fore the Senate, which already has 
passed the House, would exempt 
producers of natural gas from reg- 
ulation by the Federal Power 
Commission and thus leave the 
consumer unprotected at the very 
source of the gas. 

There are a few senators who 
are actively and sincerely trying 
to stop this obnoxious bill. But 
they are conscious, as they carry 
on in this vacuum that so far as 
the powers-that-be in the Senate 
are concerned, this is supposed to 
be only a sham battle, a ‘‘de- 
bate’ for the record. 

The farce gives itself away. 

Most of this week, the bare Sen- 
ate stage has been dominated by 
a big, shambling gentleman who, 
day after day, ploughed through 
his exhaustive speech against the 
measure. He is the hero of this 
Senate saga—big Paul Douglas, a 
Democrat from Illinois who is dar- 
ing to challenge the Texas party 


leadership and several billion dol- 
lars. For all the millions of words 


he has talked into the record, he 
really said it all in one sentence: 
“The issue before us is whether 
the interests of wealth and power 
are to run the government or 
whether our government is to be 
run in the interests of the public.” 


How right he is! It is drama- 
tized in the million and a half dol- 
lars big oil men raised among 
themselves and spent on their 
lobby, the results of which you 
have seen in advertisements in 
newspapers and magazines and in 
the high-pressure tactics being 
used by the lobbyists on senators 
to get them to support this gi- 
gantic ‘‘giveaway.”’ Senator Doug- 
las summed this all up, thus: 

“Huge profits are at stake in 
this legislative proposal to nullify 
effective natural-gas regulation.

parent does a fine job of disci- 
plining his child and then turns 
around and undoes it all because 
he feels guilty.” 

One conscientious young mother 
said to me, “After I punish my 


child—I don’t know, something 
happens to me, and I want to 
apologize.” 


She asked why. 

Could it be that we have shifted 
the sense of wrongdoing from the 
child who commits the wrong to 
the parent who punishes him for 
it? 

But child psychology is not dead 
in its tracks. It has moved on; 
today it is reexamining the whole 
problem of punishment. It is recog- 
nizing that while the brutal, ex- 
cessively punitive parent is cer- 
tainly neurotic, the parent who is 
utterly afraid to punish is neurotic, 
too. In the zeal to avoid “‘corporal 
punishment’’—never to lay a hand 
on the child—such a parent may 
inflict much greater pain than he 
ever could with the palm of his 
hand. 


WHAT IS CRUEL? 


“Withdrawal of privilege’ has 
been the most popular device of 


the non-punishers. Instead of 
‘punishing’ the child you merely 
say “Johnny, just for that you 


can't play baseball with the kids 
on Saturday,”” or “All right, Mary, 
now you can't go to the school 
party.” 

What makes anyone think this is 
not punishment? Viewed through 
the child's eves it may be punish- 
ment of the worst sort. In his heart, 
Johnny may feel, “I wish Mom 
would just give me a spanking and 
get it over with. But, gee, making 
me miss the baseball game—that 
hurts!”’ “Withdrawal of privilege’’ 
may be an easy semantic dodge 
for the parent but it does not alter 
the child's view of what is cruel. 

Another device of the non-punish- 
ers is “social disapproval."’ The 
child is not to be punished by his 
parents but rather his peers (play- 
mates and the kids at school) will 
bring group pressure to whip him 
into line 

Dr. Stanley E. Wimberly, pro- 
fessor of psychology at the Uni- 
versity of Florida, commented, 
“Parents who use this device ap- 
parently do not realize that social 
disapproval is the most cruel kind 
of punishment. The child is forced 
to take his medicine out in public 
in the form of ridicule and ostra- 
cism. These are about the cruelest 
blows a child can suffer. When a

Slump Seen 
In Silhouette 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


The average working wife is 
quite likely to get the sitter’s 
spread and complain bitterly 
about the injustice of it all. With 
two jobs to handle, she is not in 
the mogd for vigorous calisthen- 
ics, of all things. All right, we'll 
streamline the session and slim 
the middle measurement in just 
six minutes a day of easy toner- 
uppers. 

All interested tune in here — 
start with a smooth s-t-r-e-t-c-h, 
What do you want to get out of 
this movement? A slim middle 
measurement, to be sure. Then 
concentrate the action all through 
the middle of the figure and hold 
the stretch. Here we go....,. 


STANDING POSITION 

From a standing position with 
feet apart, swing right arm for- 
ward and up, and move the right 
foot back, touching toes to floor. 
Now, stretch smoothly, pulling 
waist up away from hips and 
ribs up out of the waist, and 
hold for a slow count of six. Re- 
lease the movement slowly. Re- 
peat, this time with left arm and 
leg, and again holding. Continue 
for six counts. The arm and leg 
movement is incidental — the 
holding action is through the mid- 
die measurement. 


Progress by adding a smooth 
side-bend. Arch arms overhead, 
ballerina fashion, pull up and in 
firmly with the brace of abdom- 
inal muscles and hold this pull 
as you slowly bend to the side. 
You will feel this stretch all 
along the lateral muscles which 
bound the silhouette at the sides, 
including the sides of the waist- 
line. Repeat, bending to the op- 
posite side, always holding the 
side-bend to a slow count of six. 
Continue for six times only. 


SWINGING EXERCISE 


Now to reach the big hip mus 
cles . . . this swinging exercise 
can be done from a standing po- 
sition, or from a lying down on 
side position, whichever seems 
easiest. The slimming action is 
to swing the leg past a 45-degree 
angle, so as to bring the mas 
sive hip muscle into the action, 

Position: Lying on right side 
on floor, legs straight down. 
Have left hand braced on floor 
in front of chest for support. 


Movement: Swing left leg for- 
ward and away back, holding 
the movement at the extreme of 
the backward swing. Swing again 
and hold. Continue for six times, 
reverse side and swing away.

The note in my typewriter merely said that somebody had 


called to tell me that Mrs. Randall was dead. 


Meager information, I thought, about a meager life. 

And yet, who knows, who can say what is a good life?

Years ago I visited her in a drab room in a crumbling old 
Victorian house on Pryor street and found her bent over the 
grate trying to prepare a meal. She made no apologies for her 
situation. ‘‘Don’t you just love an open fire?’’ she asked. 

Once I sat by her window looking out at the 
street and listened to her talk of the old merry days of her 
girlhood. The contrast was too much for me and I mentioned 
it to her. 

‘I’m not discouraged,’’ she said gently. “God is not dead.” 

Toward the end of her life she was more comfortable, 
thanks to the kindness of strangers. The woman who bought 
the last rooming house where she lived was appalled at the 
times she had been ill and helpless and uncared for. She fed 
and bathed her and nursed her tenderly until the last. 

And when she died this kind woman wept. ‘‘I did the best 
I could for her,’’ she said, “but I’m none of her own. She 
should have had somebody of her own with her!’’ 

She called the name of her own—her son. But somehow I 
can't believe she felt too. sad or bereft. All people were really 
her own, and in her wise, humorous way, life was a festival.

To Boost Dull, Winter-Faded A ppetites 


Fresh pears are a wonderful 
remedy for winter-faded appe- 
tites. Although most of the nation 
is in the grip of winter, it is still 
possible to go to your market and 
buy a sufficient variety of fresh 
fruits to make up an attractive 
and nutritious fruit bowl. 


If you buy firm pears that 
are not ready for eating, check 
them daily, until they yield to 
gentle pressure at the base of 
the stem. Chilling in the refrig- 
erator after conditioning adds 
to their dessert quality. 

Color alone should not be 
used as a test of ripeness of 
winter pears. Anjous, the main 
winter variety, still retain their
